Translated from the December issue 
of Kalifornski,this article was ori- 
ginally published in the DUBROVACKI 
VJESNIK (Oct. 3, ’80 issue) 

John Basor from Dunave was an eighth 
grader when his family, at his uncle's 
invitation, moved to Watsonville in 1963. 
In that town, with the surrounding area, 
close to the ocean and with the climate 
similar to ours, live a population of 
3,500 with a fair number of people 
from the Dubrovnik area, predominately 
from Konalve. They began migrating over 
a hundred years ago. But after the 
transition was established by the pio¬ 
neers, others followed. Most of the men 
of our nationality are still occupied 
with farming and many city officials 
were and are among them. 

Yet, as it happens with the passing 
of time, our language and customs are 
beginning to be slowly disappear. Gener¬ 
ations have been born and their children 
learned some from their grandparents or 
learned a ltttle but that is forgotten. 

Three years ago John Basor, who in 
the USA graduated from a college of 
foreign languages and Nevenka Novcich 
(cont'd next column). 


Professor, born in the Zrenjanin area 
helped in organizing in the Watsonville 
High School, the teaching of our 
language. The principal approved and 
Nevenka started teaching in a night 
school children and adults who desired 
to learn. It was prven that there is 
a desire for the school and from then 
there has been an attendance of 20-25 
students in each semester. 

From that school was started another 
project and after many meetings and 
much more planning the YACO club was 
organized in February, 1979. Anyone 
who desires can become a member re¬ 
gardless of Nationality or association. 
The basic aim of this club is that 
people associated learn, improve and 
perfect our language and acquaint 
themselves with our language, culture 
and customs of the old country. Meet¬ 
ings are held every month with friendly 
conversation and often with programs 
and the showing of slides and pictures 
along with other Yugoslav presentations, 
etc. 

And so what was started by 15 
people is now a club of 250 members. 

That membership constantly grows. Every 
month there are 10 or 15 new members. 

Now the President is Andy Gulermovich, 
a young man whose parents were from 
in the USA and his grandfather

was from Obod. He learned our language 
well and was in Jugoslavia last year. 

The club puts out its monthly 
newsletter which mainly writes club 
news and conveys Jugoslav news published 
in foreign languages and often is news 
about the Dubrovnik area, etc. The Edi-tor 
is Patricia Solano born Gospodnetic whose 
parents were from Brae and Basor is the 
manager of the publicity. All this 
naturally is done voluntarily. John Basor 
32, left his birthplace with connection.s 
with his friends and school mates and 
follows our news and literature and is 
attached by his patriotism. He was in 
Jugoslavia this whole summer and traveled 
throughout Jugoslavia but mostly and 
understandably, stayed mostly in the 
Dubrovnik area and his birthplace 
Konavle. From 197 0 this was his fourth •- 
visit to the old country. He would come 
more often but traveling is not cheap 
and this year also a group of friends 
gathered in Dunave with lambs turning 
and songs being sung. 

When he was leaving, he carried 
many books about Dubrovnik; of the 
Dubrovnik summer plays and others. There 
will be something said about this at the 
meeting of the club membership, the club 
through which is carried the spirit and 
customs of the native home land.

It has since been shown that one of the reasons for the Seljans’ journey to 
Brothers Mirko anasievo seiian South America was to help Yugoslav settlers there by their exploratory and 

research work — showing them ways and means of earning their livelihood in particular areas. By their example, lec¬ 
tures and the entertainments they organized, the brothers fostered the national spirit of Yugoslav settlers and 
helped them keep in touch with their native land. 


On their arrival in Brazil in 1903. they 
founded a company named Miston 
cientifica Croats Mirko y Stevo Seljan. 
which was to undertake numerous large- 
scale projects in conjunction with 
several South American states and large 
business concerns. The Brazilian 
government entrusted them with the 
task of exploring the possibilities of 
utilizing waterways for an east-west 
communications network that would 
induce people to move from the more 
densely populated Atlantic coastal 
region to the distant empty spaces 
around the River Parana and further on 
to the the Mato Grosso. Besides this 
task, they used their extensive travels to 
investigate climatic conditions and 
economic possibilities for settlers, the 
flora, fauna and mineral resources. 

While studying the life and culture of the 
native Indians, they collected 
ethnographic material which they sent to 
their homeland. 

Their journey through Brazil and 
Paraguay took nearly a year and a half, 
from May 1903 to the end of October 
1904. 

At Asuncidn they made preparations 
for an expedition to the Salto del Guayra 
Falls on the River Parana with the help 
of the Paraguayan and Argentinian 
governments. The book El Salto del 
Guayra by Mirko and Stevo Seljan. 
published in Buenos Aires in 1905. 
records this expedition through the 


heart of Paraguay which lasted one 
hundred days. The title page of the 
Argentinian edition states that the 
manuscript was translated from the 
Croatian original into Spanish by a 
certain Serafin Livacic. and from 
Spanish into French by Charles de la 
Hitte. The Spanish edition is illustrated 
by photographs taken by the Seljans 
themselves, and has an appendix 
showing their route on four 
geographical drawings by Mirko. The 
publication of this work was financed by 
Nikola Mihanovic, a Croat who was 
Austro-Hungarian consul-general in 
Argentina. 

In 1906. they made careful 
preparations for another expedition, this 
time into the Brazilian state of Mato 
Grosso. Letters and other written 
records show, however, that this 
undertaking was frustrated by the 
outbreak of a revolution in Mato Grosso 
coinciding with the start of the 
expedition. Since this caused 
considerable financial losses. Mirko 
Seljan, as the expedition's leader, sued 
the Brazilian government with the 
support of the Austro-Hungarian 
consulate and Chilean government, the 
equipping of the expedition having been 
partially financed by a Chilean-Croatian 
consortium and no small sum of money 
invested. In support of this suit. Mirko 
published documents connected with 
the case in a Buenos Aires scientific 


magazine. This text later issued 
separately under the title: El Gobierno 
de los Estados Unidos de Brasil y la 
Miston cientifica Croata. The legal 
proceeding dragged on for several years 
until the Seljans and the Croatian 
Scientific Mission finally 
lost their suit. 

From 1907 to 1911, the brothers 
promoted intensive educational and 
cultural activities among the Croatian 
and other Slav settlers in South America. 
They continued their geographical 
explorations and ethnographic studies, 
recording their findings in a diary and 
afterwards writing articles on the 
Amerindians which were published in 
their homeland and other countries. 
Apart from enriching the Croatian 
National Museum, they also supplied 
exhibits for the Geological and 
Zoological Museum in Zagreb. 

In the spring of 1911, together with a 
number of settlers, the Seljans founded 
the Croatian Stock Company, with its 
head office in Lima (Peru), in which 
several very wealthy persons had a 
financial interest. Through this company 
they obtained a contract with the 
Peruvian government to build a road 
linking the Peruvian highlands with the 
Amazonian lowlands in the eastern part 
of the country. After the signing of this 
contract, the Seljans set off for the 
United States to negotiate with some 
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American industrialists interested in 
putting money into the project These 
American partners undertook to finance 
and equip the initial exploratory 
expedition While staying in the USA 
(from November 1911 to July 1912). the 
Sedans visited many Croat and other 
Slav settlements lectured on their 
explorations and gave concerts all of 
which attracted many Slav immigrants in 
that part of the New World Their public 
appearances were reported m almost all 
the Slav newspapers published in the 
USA at that time. 


Back in Peru, they began preparing 
for their departure into the interior Early 
m September 1912. the brothers parted 
in the port of Callao (the sea outlet of 
Lima) Stevo was bound for Chicago, 
where he had further business matters 
to discuss, and Mirko for Lima. This was 
the last time they saw each other In a 
letter sent to his family in Karlovac, 

Stevo later wrote: "And so we parted in 
the port of Callao I set off for civilization 
in the United States, and Mirko, in the 
service of civilization, and the progress 
of mankind, for the unknown jungle." 

The expedition team divided into two 
groups, one led by Mirko, accompanied 
by an American representative, Patrick 
O'Higgins, and the other by a Peruvian 
engineer. Lezcano. who had a 
knowledge of Indian languages. An 
American engineer named O'Donnel was 
a member of the latter group. It was 
arranged that the two groups would 
meet up at Pachiza in December 1912. 
but Lezcano's party never arrived. 
Seljan's group then set off alone, in bad 
weather, along the River Huaybamba. a 
left-bank tributary of the Hualaga. 
making for Payatenu. the last outpost of 
civilization in the region. Advancing 
slowly in appalling weather conditions, 
they forced their way through almost 
impenetrable jungle in a northwesterly 
direction. In March 1913 they reached 
the Indian village of Vingo Jellache. from 
where Mirko wrote letters to his mother 
m Karlovac and his brother in Chicago 
dated March 30 This was the last that 
was heard of Mirko Seljan and the rest 
of his group. Lezcano's party likewise 
vanished without a trace By the second

half of 1913 the papers began publishing 
news, often contradictory, about the fate 
of the expedition members. 

At the end of the following year, a 
Peruvian government expedition, 
headed by Stevo Seljan, set out in 
search. At Jellache they came upon two 
Indians who had accompanied Mirko, 
and these led the way along the tracks 
made by the vanished party, which were 
now scarcely visible after the lapse of 
almost one year Finally, they came upon 
a pile of bones. By the platinum tooth 
fillings. Stevo recognized his brother's 
skull. The remains were given decent 
burial and a large wooden cross raised 
over the grave. 


Mirko's death put an and to a 
brotherly relationship of remarkable 
closeness and deep affection. Stevo 
continued their joint work since the 
profession of explorer was the only one 
he knew. Travelling through North and 
South America, he mainly engaged in 
mineral prospecting. While searching for 
manganese, he visited the Brazilian state 
of Minas Gerais in 1917. and settle 
down there near the town of Ouro Preto. 
It was here that he met and married a 
Brazilian schoolteacher, Maria Aracy, 
who bore him two daughters. Zora and 
Muema. and two sons. Mirko and Janko. 
He died of cancer in 1936. but his family 
is still living in Brazil.
